The speed at which they enter

the atmosphere, calculated at
not less than miles a second,
generates such intense heat by
friction that the iron, of whicli

the meteors principally consists,
it immediately condensed to an
incandescent vapor, which is the
illuminous train so frequently
seen in the heavens on a clear
night. The vapor radidly cools
and condenses in the form of
these minute particles, which
assume the spherical form .as

does shot during its fall from
the top of the tower.

Finally the little spheres are
scattered by the winds and cur-
rents in the upper air and grad-
ually descend in their millions as
an invisible, never ending
shower. The perfect coudition
in which these meteors are found
is due to the presencs of certain
non-corrosiv- e elements, found by
analysis to be present in the
metal of meteors whicli have
come to the earth.

Dr. William R. Brooks of Ge-

neva, N. Y., of Smith's observa-tary- ,

reports remarkable
changes in Halley's comei dur-
ing the last three days. The nu-

cleus, the brighter part of the
comet's head, has grown larger
and brighter, while the coma,
surrounding the nucleus, has
greatly changed in form and is
now distorted and much broader
on the side nearest the sun.
This, says Prof- - Brooks, gives
evidence of violent tidal action.

The dark streak extending
back from the nucleus through
the middle of the tail, has also
grown br(oader, dividing a large
part of the tail into distinct
branches.
